The  Hester  Memorial  Library 
contains  over  23,000  books  and 
4,000  audio-visual  aids,  and  re- 
ceives over  235  periodicals. 

The  following  collections  are 
housed  on  the  second  floor:  the 
periodicals,  the  audio-visual  ma- 
terials, and  the  books  classified  by 
the  Dewey  Decimal  Classification 
System.  Many  of  these  books  are 
being  transferred  from  the  Dewey 
Decimal  System  to  the  Library  of 
Congress  System.
